Some school dropouts 
are brightest students 


High School dropouts are 
not unmotivated young peo- 
ple nor do they necessar- 
ily lack the intelligence to 
finish Grade 12 or 13, con- 
trary to much public opin- 
ion. 

This is a conclusion of 
a recently completed study 
by the Calgary Family Ser- 
vice Bureau, reported in 
School Progress magazine. 
Bert Marcuse, executive di- 
rector of the bureau, launch- 
ed the survey because he 
became concerned about the 
stereotyped opinions of stu- 
dents who drop out, which 
label them as ‘‘no good, 
unmotivated people.’’ 

His interviews disclosed 
that two-thirds of the drop- 
outs were taking other cour- 
ses or special training else- 
where. Bordeom causes 
many students to quit school, 
he found. Another cause 
is the fact that many older 
students who have left school 
and come back to try again,

Oro rapeseed not recommended 


The Alberta department of 

agriculture does not recom- 
mend that rapeseed growers 
in this province switch from 
the production of Polish type 
rapeseed to the Argentine 
variety, Oro, 
_ Oro is one of three var- 
feties developed in Canada 
which are free of erucic 
acid, and so far, it is the 
nly one available commer- 
cially, However, a new 
erucic-free Polish variety 
will be available in quantity 
by 1972, Seed stocks are 
being increased inthe south- 
ern United States this winter 
and will be further multi- 
plied by Canadian growers 
next summer,

Oro has a number of dis- 
advantages which the de- 
partment feels justifies 
postponing production of 
erucic-free rapeseed until 
the new Polish variety is 
available, Ninety to 95 per 
cent of rapeseed grown in 
Alberta at the present time 
is Polish, 

The main disadvantage of 
Oro for this province is that 
it matures 10 to 14 days 
later than the Polish types 
now grown here, It is doubt- 
ful, says Mr. Bratvold, 
whether Oro could be succ- 
essfully grown in the black 
or grey soil zones, Immat- 
ure seeds and frost damage 
would almost certainly low- 


er the quality, 

Another disadvantage of 
Oro ts the size of its seeds. 
Because they are larger than 
present varieties, it would 
be almost impossible to sep- 
arate them from weed seeds, 
especially ball mustard and 
cow cockle. 

A third disadvantage is 
that Argentine type rape- 
seeds tend to contain more 
thioglucosides than the Pol- 
ish types. Thioglucosides 
are not desirable in rape- 
seed meal used for livestock 
feeding. The Canadian rape- 
seed Industry has developed 
a rapeseed meal which can 
be used for all types of 
livestock, and this meal has 


found an important place in 
both Canadian and Japanese 
feeding establishments, 

Finally, the introduction 
of Oro or any other Argen- 
tine type rapeseed Into Alb- 
erta at this time could have 
very serious consequences 
for the future, Volunteer 
growth from Oro could con- 
taminate future Polish type 
erucic-free rapeseed, A 
mixture of the two types 
would be completely unacc= 
eptable to both domestic and 
foreign crushers,

Program planned for 
improved seed potatoes 


\lberta has just introdu- 
ced a seed potato improve- 
ment program to ensure the 
continuous production of 
high ylelding, high quality 
seed potatoes that are free 
from serious potato dis- 
eases, 

Basically, the program is 
Jesigned to eliminate potato 
virus X and potato virus S 
from seed potatoes, These 
viruses cannot be controlled 
under the present federal 
Seed potato program. 

ihe best strains of dis- 
sease-free breeding stock 
have been supplied to the 
Alberta department of agri- 
culture by the federal ré 
search station in Vancouver, 

Station is the only one 
in Canada equipped to pro= 
vide seed potatoes that are 
free from PVX and PVS, 

The progeny from this 
breeding stock will be 
checked out in the field, 
in greenhouses and in lab- 
oratories by the department 
of agriculture to make sure 
that the tubers are free from 
all serious potato diseases, 

Responsibility for co-or- 
linaing and implementing 
the program lies with the 
jepartment’s plant industry 
Cilvision, Cosoperating 
agencies include the plant 
protection division of the 
Canada department of agri- 
culture, the plant science 
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department of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, federal re- 
search stations within the 
province, the Alberta Potato 
Commission and the Potato 
Seed Growers Association, 

Because of the co-opera- 
tion of all these agencies, 
Alberta's seed potato im- 
provement program will be 
able to achieve the same 
results, without additional 
expense, as is being ache 
ieved by potato seed farms 
in other parts of Canada, 
Some provinces have esta- 
blished seed farms at acost 
of up to half a million doll- 
ars eac! 

The Alberta program will 
be directed by Dr, H, Vaart- 
nou, who has been appointed 
co-ordinator, and an advis- 
ory committee which will be 
chosen by the director ofthe 
plant industry division, The 
program co-ordinator will 
serve as the chairman of 
the advisory committee and 
the prices and marketing 
subcommittee, The advisory 
committee will consist of 
various specialists and re- 
presentatives from the co- 
operating agencies, 

Growers of Elite 1,11 and 
111 potatoes will be chosen 
by the advisory committee, 
and approved by the prices 
and marketing subcommit- 
tee andthe federal plant pro 
4 1970 
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tection division, To be 
eligible for selection, a 
grower must have suitable 
land, equipment and build- 
ings. He must also have the 
required knowledge and ex- 
perience and agree to 
comply with the program 
regulations. 

Potatoes from Elite 1 
plots will remain the pro- 
perty of the Alberta depart- 
ment of agriculture, Elite 11 
plots will be planted under 
contract by selected grow- 
ers, These growers will be 
allowed to sell the progeny 
only to approved potato seed 
growers and at a price 
agreed upon by the prices 
and marketing subcommit- 
tee. Elite 111 potatoes will 
again be grown under con- 
tract and can be sold only 
to seed growers approved 
under the program, 

Potatoes which are app- 
roved under the program, 
and which qualify as founda- 
tion seed, will be tagged 
“disease - tested’’ by the 
Alberta department of agri- 
culture, This tag will be 
issued in addition to the 
regular foundation seed tag 
provided by the Canada de- 
partment of agriculture,
